OPPOSE WATTERSON 


BACKERS OF THB ADMINISTRA­ 
TION IN LINE. 


C o n siderable Opposition to Him Is De­ 
veloping—Several Other Candidates 
Who Want the Honor of Heading 
the 
Democratic Gold 
Standard 
Ticket—Brigg's Chances Are Good. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Sept. I.—Presi­ 
dent Cleveland’s friends are expected 
•her© in large numbers and to immedi­ 
ately work against the Henry Water- 
son boom for the presidential nomina­ 
tion by the anti-silver democratic con­ 
vention. The administration demo­ 
crats, 
who are already 
here—and 
Comptroller James H. Eckels is one of 
them—openly assert that when they 
get through with the Kentucky editor 
he will leave politics, remain in Switz 
erland and devote himself entirely to 
biography. 
In the meantime the politicians who 
first fostered the anti-silver movement, 
and who are now nursing presidential 
possibilities, say there are only two 
men in the race for the nomination— 
Waterson and Bragg—'and they say 
that any undue activity of the adminis- 


standard, and an honorable mention of 
silver as good subsidiary coin. 
Then 
there are others clamoring for a bi­ 
metallic platform that will 
say just 
what it means. The bimetallists claim 
that the adaption of such a platform 
would be the death blow to free-silver 
democrats, although the latter are now 
working for bimetallism.

President Cleveland is causing the

this indorsement should go. Some be­ 
lieve that there should be no clause in 
the declaration regarding 
“how the 
president, single-handed and alone, 
preserved the credit of the nation.” 
This would bring up recollections of 
the bond sales, the lukewarm friends 
of the president say. 
The tariff will be given a prominent 
place. It ie intended to secure if pos­ 
sible the adoption of a tariff-for-rev- 
enue-only plank. There are a few men 
who want an out-and-out free-trade 
plank, blit it is claimed that these will 
be greatly in the minority when the 
delegates all get here, and in the mat­ 
ter of raising revenue it is probable 
that an income-tax plank will be 
adopted.

Immense Attendance of Visitors From 
Outside States—Citizens Show Ap­ 
preciation of the Honor Conferred 
By Superb Decorations—Gossip of 
the Coming Elections. 


St. Paul, Minn., Sept. I.—Veterans 
of the civil war literally swarm the 
streets of St. Paul. The citizens’ com­ 
mittee compared notes in the after* 
noon, and found 114,000 Grand Army 
of the Republic tickets to St. Paul had 
been purchased in states outside of 
Minnesota.

ing the day. Another road coming in 
from the southwest, admitted that it 
did not have half rolling stock to haul 
the passengers who had tickets.

ping, leaving hundreds of ticketed pas- 
s^pge^s to come in. by to-day’s trains.

Cleveland, O., Sept. I.—Candidate 
Bryan has been the object of no other 
demonstration so vociferous and so 
spectacular as that which the city of 
Cleveland gave him Monday night. And 
nowhere else, with the possible excep­ 
tion of New York, have so many at­ 
tempted to hear him. Two great meet­ 
ings listened to Mr. Bryan, the first in 
the Central armory, where 16,000 per­ 
sons were packed; the second in Music 
hall, which held 8,000, and afterward 
he spoke to several thousand from the 
balcony of the Hollenden hotel. Work­ 
ingmen were in a large majority at 
both meetings. 
An arm

hammer, surmounted with the words, 
“The friend of labor,” was blazoned 
across 
a big transparency^ in the

Colorado Springs, Colo., Sept. I.— 
Senator Henry M. Teller Monday night 
delivered before the Bryan and Sewall 
club of this city the only political ad­ 
dress he will make in Colorado during 
the present campaign. He leaves in a 
few days to place himself at the dis­ 
posal of the democratic committee and 
he probably will do most of his talking 
in Iowa and Illinois. The Supreme 
court and income-tax issues raised by 
the Chicago platform were handled by 
the speaker in his usual dry, argu­ 
mentative style, and he spoke in tones 
of contempt of the Indianapolis con­ 
vention, characterizing it as a stool-

To-day the full national committee 
will meet and ratify the action of the 
executive committee in selecting ex- 
Gov. Roswell P. Flower of New York 
as the temporary chairman and Sen­ 
ator D. Caffrey of Louisiana as the 
permanent chairman. 
The members of the Texas delega­ 
tion who are here brought the first 
suggestion of a fusion with republi­ 
cans. but it met with little favor. The 
Texans want the convention to adopt 
a platform and adjourn without nomi­ 
nating a ticket. The leaders sat down 
on this scheme immediately. 
“There 
will be no compromise,” said Mr. By­ 
num, “aud this convention will nomi­ 
nate a democrat for president, a demo­ 
crat for vice-president and adopt a 
democratic platform.

Leadville, Col., Sept. I.—The pumps 
in the Bon Air and Penrose mines, two 
of the largest properties in this dis­ 
trict, were stopped

several other deep mines here, 
an­ 
nounce that they will stop the pumps 
in all of them. This will cause the 
flooding of nearly every mine in the 
richest part of the district, entailing 
a loss of hundreds of thousands of dol­ 
lars in damage to the workings. Some 
of the mines will be permanently aban­ 
doned. This action is the result of the 
strike which was inaugurated five 
weeks ago and seems no nearer a set­ 
tlement than when it began.

Six hundred United Slates regular 
troops w ill oamp at the fair grounds 
on September 22, and at 5 o’clock the 
next morning they w ill break camp 
and move northward. 
Final arrangements for the coming 
of “ the regulars” were made this 
morning, when Lieutenants Witten- 
mayer 
aud 
Henna 
hired 
the fair 
grounds of Secretary D. W. Watt, of 
the Agricultural Society. 
The Fifteenth Infantry, composed of 
six companies; and two troops of the 
First Cavalry, will compose the col­ 
umn, and Colonel R. E. A. Crofton will 
be on command. 
The “ Fifteenth”—or 
“ the bloody Fifteenth,” as it is called, 
because 
of 
the 
trouble 
that

occurred among the members of the 
regiment— is now stationed at Fort 
Sheridan.

A few of these, says 
the London Daily News, he recently 
recounted in a lecture in the Tyne 
theater, Newcastle. 
Among his most cherished memories 
are those 
of 
William 
Makepeace 
Thackeray. 
Those who know Thack- 
eray from his books will readily con­ 
ceive that he would take infinite delight 
in telling a story against himself. Here 
is an anecdote that he used to relate: 
Thackeray found much 
pleasure 
in 
taking long walks 
into the country. 
When on one of these excursions with 
a brother journalist, “Jacob Omnium,” 
who, tall as Thackeray was. was even 
taller than the author of ‘‘The New- 
comes,” the two gentlemen came across 
a country fair. Observing a tent where 
“giants” were 
exhibiting themselves 
they agreed to enter. When Thackeray 
was preparing to pay the usual admis­ 
sion fee the attendant at the door re­ 
marked: “We make no charge to the 
profession, sir.” 
An instance of very smart repartee 
on the part of John Bright is told by 
Mr. McCarthy. Mr. Bright, unfortuna­ 
tely, had on one occasion to leave his 
parliamentary and other duties on ac­ 
count of an affection of the brain. 
Recovering from the attack, Mr. Bright 
resumed his active interest in public 
affairs. But in the course of a debate 
a member of the house of commons, 
with surprising and inexcusable in­ 
decency, replying to Mr. Bright, said 
that that gentleman had been suffering 
from a disease of the brain. 
With 
comparative self restraint the famous 
repealer retorted: ‘‘That Is a disease 
which Providence itself could not inflict 
upon the noble lord!”

remembers very wrell the only speech 
he ever heard the great duke of Wel­ 
lington deliver in the house of lords. 
It made a decided impression upon the 
future Irish leader. 
The man of iron 
wore a blue frock coat and a pair of 
wThite duck trousers, the only person 
he knew, except his friend, Mr. Gibson 
Bowies, who adopted such unmention­ 
ables. A bill was under discussion and 
Welligton criticised it adversely. The 
peer in charge of the bill remarked 
bitterly that the noble duke did not 
understand the bill. Then ’Wellington 
rejoined: “I have read the bill once; I 
have read it twice; I have read it three 
times; and if, after that, I don’t under­ 
stand the bill I must be a ----- fool.” 
Among the anecdotes Mr. McCarthy re­ 
lates is one concerning himself. At the 
close of a lecture in Glasgow he turned 
to the chairman and said he hoped he 
had not spoken too long.
